commerce and block ed travel. 
King 
William 
III. of England 
p ent 
l/>rd 
Bello mo nt to New York as governor, 
with 
o rders to 
stamp 
out 
p iracy. 
Rello mo nt lik ed the idea of combin­ 
ing duty with pro fit. So, with Robert 
Liv ingsto n 
and 
o ther 
rich, 
shrewd 
New- Yo rkers, he formed 
a co mpany 
to make mo ney o ut o f crushing the 
pirates. 
A po werful warship was to 
bo fitted out 
and sent 
against 
the 
freebo o ters. 
They and their p lunder 
were to be seized, and the pro fits o f 
the enterprise div ided 
between 
the 
co mpany and the klug. 
Nex t, 
Bello mo nt 
and 
Liv ingsto n 
lo o ked abo ut fo r the right, so rt o f man 
to captain their warship. 
Liv ingsto n 
suggested ft “ right wo rthy and ho nest 
mariner,’’ “ William Kidd by 
name. 
Kidd was the so n o f a Sco tch clergy ­ 
man who Is said to hav e suffered mar­ 
ty rdo m. 
The “ right wo rthy 
and ho n­ 
est mariner’’ had fo r mo re than thirty 
y ears 
fo llo wed 
the 
sea, fighting 
tgslnst England’s French fo es, thrash­ 
ing pirates and in many way s pro v ­ 
ing o f use to the co lo nies. 
At that 
time (1 6 9 6 ) he had retired and was 
liv ing quietly In New Yo rk. 


Kidd was 
made a shareholder In 
Bello mo nt’s comp any, took command 
o f the thirty -gun 
galley Adventure 
and set fo rth on his p irate-chasing 
task. He bo re with him a commission 
fro m the k ing, made out 
to "o ur well 
belo v ed and trusty William 
Kidd ” 
After an unimpo rtant rapture or two, 
be v anished. 
Fo r a time nothing was 
beard, directly , fro m him 
Then came 
ugly rumo rs that shaped themselves 
into facts. 
It seemed tha t the “ well beloved 
and trusty William Kidd” was doing 
things that tended to mak e him neith­ 
er trusted no r belo v ed. In short, ho 
and his crew, who had been sent to 
destro y piracy , had thp mselves 
be­ 
co me pirfltep and were holding up and 
ro bbing merchant ship s 
This news 
aro used tremendous ex citement. 
Pub­ 
lic 
feeling 
ran 
dangerously 
high. 
Many p eop le even hinted that Dollo- 
mont, Livingston and the rest had se­ 
cretly formed a p iratical comp any and 
were only wnttlng 
to 
gather 
the 
sp oils 
Rcllomont, thoroughly seared, 
rep orted the bad tidings to the k ing, 
who received them with horror—real 
or assumed—and who, in 
169 S, 
or­ 
dered every British p ort to bo on the 
look out for Kidd’s cap ture. 
Meanwhile the “well beloved” Kidd, 
cruising the Sp anish Main, heard of 
the p lan to arrest him. 
Leaving bis 
targe ship near Hayti, he hastened 
northward in a sloop laden with $70,- 
000 worth of treasure and with a crew 
of forty. 
He touched at Oyster Bay, 
L. I., sent for a New York lawyer and 
op ened negotiations with Bellomont. 
It is sup p osed Rellomont sent word 
that the cap tain had nothing to fear, 
for Kidd landed and went on July 1, 
169 9 , to Boston to talk matters over. 
There Bellemont a m sted 
him 
and 
p ack ed him off to England to stand 
trial 
Then the comp any sent to the 
p irate sloop and seized the treasure 
As Kidd had started out to do such 
great things the p ublic grew tn be­ 
lieve that $70,000 could not rep resent 
all his p lunder and that he must have 
buried p art of the treasure. 
There Is 
no reason for think ing so. 
Y< t the 
rumor has lived for over 200 years 
Kidd, meantime, was p laced on trial 
in England. 
He denied that he had 
ever consented to he a p irate and said 
his crew had bullied him into it. 
Ho 
could not he convicted of p iracy, even 
by a court which for some mysterious 
reason rushed his trial thrmieh with 
susp icious bast e and lack of justice. 
But he was found guilty of having 
k illed a mutinous sailor named Will­ 
iam Moon by hitting him over the 
head with a buck et. 
For this crime 
Kidd was condemned to death. 
Ho 
was hanged on May 24, 1701, with 
nine of his crew, at Ex ecution Dock , 
I/mdon. 


To this day it cannot he definitely 
k nown whether Cap tain Kidd was a 
harmless old man, threatened into un­ 
willing p iracy by a mutinous crew, or 
whether he was the 
black guard 
a* 
comp lice of a band of financiers who 
used him for their own ends and then 
disowned him. 
The haste and injus­ 
tice of his trial led some to think bis 
sp eedy ex ecution was needed *o hush 
a p irate scandal that would have in­ 
volved some of the highest names In 
England and in the colonies.

knew that he could ea sily overta ke 
the bla eksna ke before It could reach 
the bushes opposite. 
The blaeksnake, 
too, seemed to be cogniza nt of

fact. Inasmuch as the man bad not 
taken half a dozen steps In its direc­ 
tion before it changed its ta ctics and, 
some ten feet 
away , 
turned 
and 
charged its hunter. 
The man spread his le*’s and stoop­ 
ed to catch tiie snake.

sna ke display ed such nglllty that be­ 
fore the hunter could determine just 
where to grasp it the sna ke wa s ten 
feet away .
